SPARKS FROM MARK; 

Last week's handout in the bulletin on 
pastoral council describes the movement from a 
parish council which is more focused on 
corporate board model, using the parish 


committee structures as a means of managing 
and administering the life of the parish. While 
the pastoral council method focuses explicitly 
on the pastoral needs of the parish by helping 
the parish to plan and discern the gifts of the 
community in building up the Kingdom of a 
God. 

In 1985, the Canadian Bishops wrote a 
wonderful document entitled “The Parish 
Pastoral Council" in which they state the 
purpose of the pastoral council is “to bring all 
the elements of the parish together in order to 
build the parish as a living Christian 
community”. The Bishops go on to say that 
pastoral councils must adopt as a primary goal: 
to help every baptized member of the parish 
community accept their responsibility for the 
mission of the church, which is to be an 
evangelizer of Christ. 

The pastoral council is to help foster the gifts 
of the parish community to live up to the 
fullness of their Christian vocation, which is to 
grow in one’s relationship with Christ and to 
discover ways to live out that relationship in 
ministry. In other words, to make sure that all in 
the Christian community are able to use their 
gifts and talents in furthering the gospel of 
Christ, for all have been called to share in the 
ministry of Jesus. 

In the fast, our parish council has focused 
much more on the day to day operations of 
parish life from management of parish goods, 
the finances, and the building and maintenance 
of our parish grounds. It seems that most of our 
time and energy has been focused in these areas 
of parish life leaving little time and room to 
focus on the spiritual and pastoral of needs of 
parish life. This has become the main 
motivation for us to make a paradigm shift from 
a parish council to a pastoral council.
